
Jammed buses cause chaos 


CHURCH Street in Lyme Regis was blocked for 
four hours on Monday after two double-decker 
buses became jammed next to one another. 

The incident occured at about 8.45am on Monday 
morning, when the X53 and 31 buses tried to pass each 
other on one of the narrowest roads in town. 

The X53, travelling towards the town centre, was un¬ 
able to mount the pavement as it usually would to avoid 
other large vehicles, as there was scaffolding outside Bay 
View flats. Its back wheel became wedged against the 
kerb leaving it jammed against the oncoming 31 bus. Nei¬ 
ther drivers would reverse for fear of further damaging 
their vehicles. 

Oncoming cars coming up Church Street were forced 
to reverse back down and take an alternative route. Lyme 
Regis Town Council’s enforcement officer, Chris 
Mitchell, soon placed diversion signs at the traffic lights 
on Bridge Street, telling drivers to turn into Coombe 
Street, and carried out traffic control at the top of Church 
Street before the police arrived.

Passengers were allowed off the buses and a manager 
from the First bus company attended the scene. A recov¬ 
ery vehicle from Bride Valley Motors was called and 
stunned residents and passers-by as it used a crane to lift 
the X53 onto the pavement, allowing the 31 to move for¬ 
ward. However, on starting the engine the 31’s battery 
was flat, further delaying the re-opening of the road. 
Church Street was eventually opened at 12.45pm. 

Owners of Church Street restaurant Antonio’s Trattoria, 
Antonio and Julie Gravili, said they stood outside their 
property to ensure the buses did not damage it. 

Speaking to the View From Lyme Regis, Mrs Gravili 
said: “The funny thing was there was hardly anyone on 
the buses. Ten or 12 people on double-decker buses, it’s 
just not necessary. 



“It’s pantomime really, it’s just a joke, and this isn’t a 
rare occurance, it happens practically every day although 
not as drastic as this. 

“How someone hasn’t been killed outside our restaurant 
I don’t know, we’re very lucky really. 

“It brings the whole town to a standstill. If that hap¬ 
pened today (Tuesday) Coombe Street is closed for road¬ 
works and the whole town would have been blocked. 

“It’s not the first time and it won’t be the last.” 

Single-deckers 

“The council have been trying to do something about it 
for so many years. We’ve been here 18 years now and 
they’re always saying they want to do something but 
nothing has been done.” 

Mrs Gravili suggested that single-dekcer buses would 
be safer than the double-deckers, which she said were 
often not busy. 

“I can’t see how it’s going to change,” she added. “I 
don’t know what the answer is but single-deckers would 
make it easier.” 

Town councillor Chris Clipson, chairman of the Town 
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Management Committee, said he did not think there was 
a solution to the road problems but he hoped to have dis¬ 
cussions with First to see how similar situations could be 
avoided in the future. 

“Dorset County Council can’t do anything to help us 
because there’s no solution to the road problems. We can’t 
redirect traffic because there’s no other routes. All the 
other roads are too narrow,” he added. 

A spokesperson for bus operators First said: “We can 
confirm there was an incident on Monday morning in 
Lyme Regis where two vehicles - a Service X53 bus and 
a Service 31 bus - came together. The exact cause of the 
incident is being investigated but it appears that the two 
vehicles got stuck while trying to pass each other in a nar¬ 
row section of road. 

“The matter was further complicated by the presence of 
scaffolding on the street, which one of our drivers was

• HOW did you become involved with Uplyme 
Church? 

I joined the staff team a year ago, having studied for 
my theology degree at Nottingham University. I had 
visited the church whilst on holiday here and found it 
a very vibrant, caring faith community. 

• WHAT does your new role as curate entail? 

My curacy is a continuation of my training for ministry 
in the Church of England, so I get involved with and 
learn about all aspects of Christian leadership - pas¬ 
toral care, facilitating learning, praying and worship, 
helping everyone to grow nearer to God. 

• HOW did you become interested in art? 

I have always made things - the original Blue Peter 
sticky back plastic girl! Painting has become more 
central in my life in the last 10 years 

• WHAT kind of artwork do you create? 

I have seemed to settle upon large acrylic paintings as 
my chosen way of working. I love the freedom of scale 
and colour, and the forgiving nature of acrylic paint, 
which allows for much re-creation. 

• WHAT inspires your work? 

Much of my work is inspired by my journey through 
life with God. Sometimes the starting point is the sim¬ 
plicity of an object, a view, or a word. Other times the 
beginning is less clear, the work is more expressive and 
abstract. 

For me, painting is a way of praying - a creative con¬ 
versation with my creator. Painting can be very thera¬ 
peutic, it helped me get through breast cancer in 2010. 

• TELL us a bit about your exhibition "In Full 
View"... 

It is a joint exhibition of my own paintings and of tex¬ 
tiles by Marjorie Lee. It runs at the Town Mill Malth- 
house in Lyme Regis from April 4th to 14th. The title 
has three layers of meaning. Firstly, we believe that all 
people share a God-given creativity. When we explore 
and express this, we are somehow connecting to the 
divine, as well as each other; we are truly living life to 



the full. 

Secondly, we recognise a fullness - an abundance - 
in the world around us. This is reflected in what we 
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choose as our subjects - be it vast seas and skies, 
masses of fish or flowers, or the great potential of an 
enigmatic expression captured in a fleeting glance. 
Thirdly, we hope that our work itself is characterised 
by a certain exuberance - or abundance. The bright 
colours, the overlaying of thousands of stitches, the 
scale of the paintings which appear to overspill the 
edges of the canvas. 

• TELL us a bit about the "Abundant Art" activi¬ 
ties... 

Abundant Art was set up by the Reverend Jane Skin¬ 
ner, Lucy Tyte and myself, with the aim of providing an 
accessible, affordable community space where any¬ 
one can come and explore creativity and its link to 
spirituality. 

We are currently running drop-in sessions from 
lOamto 12noon on Wednesday mornings at the 
Powerboat Club, Monmouth Beach. All are welcome 
to come and bring a project to work on or have a go 
at something new. We hope to continue after Easter 
and to offer an additional Tuesday evening session 
from 7pm to 9pm. For more information people can

• WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

So many things! The coastal views, obviously, the walk 
along the River Llm, the arts opportunities, the 
schools, the theatre, the cinema, the chips, the fish, Lai 
Qilla, the lack of snow, but most of all, the people! 

• WHAT would you change about or add to the 
area if you could? 

More affordable housing and better employment op¬ 
portunities. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Running up and down the seafront with some friends 
in an effort to keep fit and singing with Lyme Voices 
choir. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party, and why? 

I think Richard Dawkins, Mary Anning and Jesus would 
be a good mix - engaging conversation and great 
wine, no doubt.

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Water company offers full compensation 
after deeming flood 'not an emergency'

THE Lyme Regis couple 
whose house in Summer- 
hill Road was flooded 
when a water main burst 
will receive full compen¬ 
sation from South West 
Water. 

Shortly after the View 
from Lyme Regis con¬ 
tacted South West Water 
last week concerning the 
incident, Shirley and 
Peter Williams (pictured 
right) received a call from 
customer services apolo¬ 
gising for the way the 
emergency was dealt 
with. 

Mrs Williams was out of 
the house when the water 
supply to their house 
came away from the 


mains, resulting in water 
flooding their hall and 
bedroom, ruining the car¬ 
pets. 

Mr Williams, who is 
confined to a wheelchair, 
was in their lounge at the 
time watching the televi¬ 
sion and was unaware of 
the incident. 

The alarm was raised by 
neighbours who also 
alerted Mr and Mrs 
Williams’ neice, local 
councillor Anita 

Williams, and their 
daughter Jen. A South 
West Water inspector vis¬ 


ited the site but initially 
did not think the flooding 
was serious enough to 
call out a repair team. 

As the flooding got 
more serious, calls were 
made every hour to 
Southwest Water who fi¬ 
nally sent out a team from 
Balfour Beatty to carry 
out emergency repairs. 

When Mrs Williams 
later returned to the house 
the water was running 
down Summerhill Road, 
across King’s Way and 
into Staples Terrace. 

Mrs Williams this week 


told the View from Lyme 
that she was “very, very 
pleased” with the re¬ 
sponse from South West 
Water following publicity 
about the incident. 

She said that a member 
of South West Water’s 
customer services depart¬ 
ment had visited their 
house and had apologised 
for the way the incident 
was handled and had 
agreed to reimburse them 
for the cost of renewing 
the carpets and compensa¬ 
tion for their inconven¬ 
ience. 

Mrs Williams added: 
“We are very grateful to 
all those who have offered 
help.” 


Skatepark project moves forward 


TOWN councillors will tonight (Wednesday) receive 
a report on the proposed Lyme Regis Skatepark, 
which has taken significant step towards becoming 
a reality. 

The deputy town clerk, John Wright, will present his 
report at tonight's Stategy and Policy Committee 
meeting, updating councillors on the project's 
progress. 

Following the selection of a preferred skatepark 
designer through a competition and presentation 
last year, a meeting was held in February to consider 
the final designs and ways of taking the project for¬ 
ward. 

The selected company expressed two concerns. 
Firstly, they were undertaking work a risk, i.e. at their 
own cost with no guarantee of being awarded the 
contract, and also that if they were awarded the con¬ 
tract other companies may "cry fowl", as they would 
have designed and costed a project which they sub- 
sequnetly bidded for and won, which could ad¬ 


versely affect their industry reputation and that of 
the town council. 

The company proposed that the town council pro¬ 
cure a design and build contract for the skatepark, 
incorporating the entire project. This procurement 
method has the advantage of containing project de¬ 
livery with one organisation; they can't blame the 
design or specification for problems during the 
build stage, as they designed the project and drew 
up the specification. 

The town council has a reserve of £42,000 which 
would cover any project expenditure until such time 
as authorisation os given to proceed with the build 
stage of the contract. The deputy town clerk now in¬ 
tends to proceed with the procurement of the 
skatepark project through a design and build con¬ 
tact, and councillors will have the opportunity to se¬ 
lect their preferred contractor at a future meeting of 
the Stategy and Policy Committee.

Bus jam sparks debate

naturally trying to avoid. 

“As a company we do what we can to avoid issues such 
as this. The timetabling of services is considered carefully 
and we do what we can to avoid scheduling services to 
pass in narrow places, but on occasion buses will find 
themselves in places like this with other large vehicles 
be they other buses, lorries, caravans or motorhomes. 

“We are incredibly sorry for the disruption that this in¬ 
cident caused. We have already taken steps to further alert 
drivers to the potential issues that can arise in places like 
this. We are thankful that there was no apparent damage 
to anyone else's property aside from our own.” 

The blockage sparked several conversations on social 
networking site Facebook, with residents debating 
whether traffic lights installed further up Church Street 
at the London Inn would create a solution. Other sugges¬ 
tions included getting the large First buses to drop pas¬ 
sengers off at the outskirts of town, with the smaller town 
service bus picking them up. 

Others asked why the bus drivers were not in contact 
with each other to avoid such traffic jams. 

The View understands that bus drivers do have radios 
on board but use these for contacting traffic controllers, 
not other drivers.

Magna helps to fight fuel poverty 


MAGNA Housing has revealed 
fears are growing for elderly peo¬ 
ple who cannot afford to heat their 
homes over winter. 

The local affordable housing 
provider aired its concerns as it 
gave £1,000 to an appeal tackling 
fuel poverty in the area. 

The organisation’s community 
development manager, Ken Body- 
combe, said: “Fuel poverty is a 
growing concern particularly for 
the older generation. 

“Magna is keen to help address 
the problem.” 

The organisation made the dona¬ 


tion to the Surviving Winter Ap¬ 
peal which uses one-off payments 
to help pay the fuel bills of vulner¬ 
able people. 

Run by the Dorset Community 
Foundation (DCF), the appeal also 
channels donations into lunch 
clubs and social activities that 
bring older people together, as well 
as warmth packs and boiler repairs. 

Appeal manager, Daisy II- 
chovska, said: “This winter has 
been exceptionally cold and for 
older and seriously ill people it can 
be life-threatening. 

“Last winter in Dorset over 500 


vulnerable people died from pre¬ 
ventable cold weather related 
deaths. 

“[This] kind donation is very 
much appreciated and it will go to¬ 
wards helping the most vulnerable 
in the local community.” 

So far DCF has raised more than 
£15,000 for the appeal through do¬ 
nations from more than 30 local 
people and organisations.

CHILDREN from St Michael's Primary School in Lyme 
Regis were able to share concerns about road safety 
with their local MP, Oliver Letwin, last week. 

Mr Letwin visited Year 6 students to discuss road 
safety issues outside their school. After speaking to 
the whole class, a select few students took Mr 
Letwin outside, where they discussed issues of park¬ 
ing and speeding on King's Way. 

The children said they would like to see better sig¬ 
nage warning drivers of the school, as there is cur¬ 
rently only one sign which the youngsters argued 
was on the wrong side of the road. They also dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of reducing the speed limit 
from 30mph to 20mph past the school. 


Mr Letwin then returned to classroom where stu¬ 
dents were able to ask him what he thought of their 
proposals. He said he would lobby Dorset County 
Council to improve the signs and reduce the speed 
limit, but the idea of a pedestrian crossing would be 
more difficult to achieve. 

Pupils were then able to ask Mr Letwin questions 
about his job in general, including what it was like 
to work with Prime Minister David Cameron, and 
what he wanted to be when he was their age. 

Also attending the session was town and district 
councillor, and Conservative candidate for Dorset 
County Council, Daryl Turner. 


Commemoration suggested 
for historic Lyme benefactor

TOWN councillors are 
considering options on 
how to commemorate phi¬ 
lanthropist Thomas Hollis 
in Lyme Regis. 

The suggestion of offi¬ 
cially recognising Hollis’ 
historic contributions to 
the town was suggested by 
local residents John Dover 
and Peter Lacey at a recent 
meeting of the Tourism 
and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee. 

They descibed Hollis 
(1720-1774) as “the 
town’s saviour and bene¬ 
factor” of the 18th century, 
when Lyme was in severe 
decline. 

Before dying suddenly 
at age 54, some of his 
achievements and gener¬ 
ous gestures towards the 
town included the follow¬ 
ing: 

Purchasing and living in 
the former Three Cups 
Inn, offering the first As¬ 
sembly Rooms and 
bathing machines from the 
building; 

Purchasing Bowling 
Green House and attach¬ 
ing the bowling green, do¬ 
nating it to the Lyme 
Corporation; 

Purchasing and demol¬ 
ishing five “mean houses” 


on the north side of Pound 
Street for redevelopment; 

Focussing on the over¬ 
crowded area below Mid¬ 
dle Row and Bridge Street 
(The Square), where he 
purchased five properties 
for redevelopment as well 
as the former Cobham 
Warehouses and had them 
demolished; 

Rebuilt Cobb Gate and 
created the origins of what 
is now Marine Parade; 

Handed over land in The 
Square to the Lyme Cor¬ 
poration with the intention 
of developing a fashion¬ 
able watering hole and as¬ 
sembly rooms; 

Made generous dona¬ 
tions to charities in Lyme, 
including a bell for St 
Michael’s Parish Church. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Mr Dover said he could 
have listed far more of 
Hollis’ achievements both 
nationally and internation¬ 
ally but he wanted to focus 
on Lyme Regis. 

He added: “Last year 
during the Olympics there 
was a lot of talk about 
legacy but we have a 


lgeacy right here of over 
260 years. 

“Lyme was struggling 
and along came Thomas 
Hollis. He died at the 
young age of 54 but his 
legacy to Lyme is proba¬ 
bly as significant as any¬ 
one else who we are 
happy to celebrate. I 
would put him up there 
with George Somers and 
Jane Austen.” 

Mr Lacey added: “I 
think he has to be viewed 
in a slightly different light. 
The town was in a state 
where it could have be¬ 
come moribund or just 
nothing at all. He came 
along and it was him who 
brought about the fact that 
Lyme could be a resort. 

“He’s never been ac¬ 
knowledged. Here was 
man who was the corner¬ 
stone of the Lyme we see 
today.” 

Mr Dover added: “He is 
the leading light as far as 
we are concerned.” 

The pair did not put for¬ 
ward a specific idea for a 
commemoration, but said 
a plaque would be accept¬ 


able . Mr Dover added that 
he would like to see the 
Hollis legacy built on, as 
well as his connections 
with Harvard University, 
of which he was a bene¬ 
factor. 

Mr Lacey suggested a 
memorial at the Millenium 
Clock in Cobb Gate, as 
this was the area Hollis 
bought. 

Another suggestion was 
a Thomas Hollis award, 
given annually to someone 
who contributes signifi¬ 
cantly to the town. Mr 
Lacey used the late Bar¬ 
bara Austin as an example 
of someone who would be 
worthy of the award. 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
said: “One thing we are 
not very good at promot¬ 
ing is all these special 
links we have. Maybe this 
would be a good time to 
promote all of these.” 

Councillors showed in¬ 
terest in moving forward 
with the commemoration 
and asked Mr Dover and 
Mr Lacey to work on a 
specific proposal, taking 
into account ideas of a bi¬ 
ography, photos and a 
timeline that could be 
placed in the Jubilee Pavil¬ 
ion.

LLOYDS Bank has ap¬ 
plied for illuminated sig¬ 
nage outside its Lyme 
Regis branch. 

West Dorset District 
Council has received an 
application for illumi¬ 
nated built-up letters on 
the outside of the Broad 
Street branch, as well as 
an internally illuminated 
sign, illuminated heritage 
window light strip, inter¬ 
nally illuminated sus¬ 
pended heritage roundell 
and a non-illuminated 
name plate. 

The application has yet 
to go before Lyme Regis 
Town Council for a rec¬ 
ommendation, but the 
town council has always 
been strictly against illu¬ 
minated signage in 
Broad Street. 

The application has 
sparked disucssion on 
social networking site 
Facebook, where town 
councillor Rikey Austin 
said: “Oh the irony. 
Lloyds bank who strug¬ 
gled with the idea of an 
illuminated tree are seek¬ 
ing planning permission 
in Lyme for an illumi¬ 
nated sign!” 


Councillor Austin re¬ 
ferred to the delay in 
Lloyds erecting a Christ¬ 
mas tree outside their 
branch in December, al¬ 
though one was eventu¬ 
ally installed. 

# OTHER planning ap¬ 
plications for Lyme 
Regis currently being 
considered by the district 
council include plans for 
a new shop front at Qual¬ 
ity Corner on Broad 
Street. 

The application at 4 
Broad Street, which is a 
listed building, includes 
a new shop front, the re¬ 
moval of two steps to 
allow for disabled access 
and the lowering of exist¬ 
ing timber flooring. 

The Church of St 
Michael and St George 
on Silver Street has ap¬ 
plied to replace and ex¬ 
tend its handrail. The 
Town Mill, off Coombe 
Street, has applied to im¬ 


prove and add to its cur¬ 
rent signage. 

Magna Housing Asso¬ 
ciation has applied to re¬ 
place the paths, steps and 
drainage and carry out 
associated works at 25 to 
35 Staples Terrace. 

Lyme Regis Town 
Council are awaiting the 
decision of their own ap¬ 
plication to allow eight 
more beach huts on the 
Cart Road.

Eco-group's prize will 
light up Marine Parade

A COLOUR changing 
light will be installed in 
Lister Gardens, Lyme 
Regis, above the Amuse¬ 
ment Arcade and By The 
Bay restaurant. 

The LED changing 
colour light was designed 
by artist Alex Murdin from 
Rural Recreation and Turn 
Lyme Green after the eco- 
group won the Pride of 
Place Award several years 
ago. 

Winning the award al¬ 
lowed the group to work 
on a project up to the cost 
of £4,000. 

The idea behind the light 
is to make it and its imme¬ 
diate environment into a 
planetarium or map of the 
stars. In doing this, it seeks 
to highlight the relation¬ 
ship between reducing en¬ 
ergy consumption and 
light pollution, and en¬ 
courage greater awareness 
of environmental responsi¬ 
bility and appreciation of 
the stars. 

It was previously sug¬ 
gested that the light be 
placed in Charmouth Road 
Car Park but this was later 
deemed unsuitable. 

Other suggestions in¬ 
cluded installing lights in 
the Millenium Clock at 


Cobb Gate but this was not 
possible. 

Councillors have now 
agreed to install the light 
on one of the lamp posts 
above the Amusement Ar¬ 
cade and By The Bay 
restaurant on Marine Pa¬ 
rade. 

Only three out the five 


lamp posts currently work 
and, while the new light is 
being installed, it is hoped 
the other will be fixed 
using the same equipment. 

The £2,755 cost of in¬ 
stallation would be cov¬ 
ered by Dorset County 
Council and the town 
council will pay £14 a year 


Pavilion water leak to 
cost council £4,000 

COUNCILLORS have agreed to spend over £4,000 to 
solve water ingress problems at the Candles on the 
Cobb Pavilion in Lyme Regis. 

The pavilion, situated in the Anning Road Playing 
Fields, has suffered from serious water ingress for some 
time. Speaking at a recent Town Management Commit¬ 
tee, deputy town clerk John Wright explained that 
council staff and contractors had been unable to iden¬ 
tify the cause of the problem. 

However, he had received three quotes to put a stop 
to the leakage, including £3,268 plus VAT from prop- 
ertECO in Bath, which was agreed on along with plas¬ 
tering costing £1,000. 

The second quote was for £11,922 plus VAT and the 
third could not give a final figure, only quoting £25 per 
hour, per worker. 

Councillors were pleased to hear that the chosen con¬ 
tractors would work with the council's new gardening 
and maintenance apprentice to train him so he could 
carry out similar jobs in the future.

The chairman of the 
Lyme Regis association, 
John Dover, reported on 
the events organised by 
the association as they 
prepared for official 
twinning ceremonies in 
Barfleur in May and 
Lyme in September. 

He said: "Twinning is 
not just about commit¬ 
tees visiting their oppo¬ 
site numbers but about 
individuals, groups and 
organisations working 
together to bring about 
vibrant, interesting and 
self-sustaining activities 
and exchanges which 
make a difference and 
enhance communities." 


Mr Dover said the 
Lyme arts community, 
spearheaded by Karol 
Kulik, had already devel¬ 
oped strong links with 
the Barfleurais. 

During the Lyme Arts- 
Fest in September Ms 
Kulik and supporters or¬ 
ganised a successful 
"Letter to Barfleur/Letter 
to Lyme" competition 
on the seafront that at¬ 
tracted 800 visitors and 
87 entries. 

Mr Dover also revealed 
that Brittany ferries were 
bringing back the 
"Barfleur" ferry on the 
Poole to Cherbourg 
route, starting on March 
19th. Twinning associa¬ 
tion members would 
continue to enjoy dis¬ 
counted rates. 

Referring to com¬ 


ments earlier in the 
meeting about Lyme's 
pro-active approach, 
Graham Godbeer, a 
founder and leading 
member of the Axmin¬ 
ster twinning Associa¬ 
tion, reminded the 
meeting that twinning 
was not "a competitive 
sport". 

He said Axminster had 
been twinned with Dou- 
vre La Deliverande in 
Normandy for around 
10 years and had always 
involved twinning 
groups in Honiton and 
Seaton in their activities 
and they would be 
happy to do likewise 
with Lyme. 

"The strength of twin¬ 
ning is talking to like 
minded people and 
sharing in their experi¬ 


ences," he said. 

Lyme Regis Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
told the meeting: "The 
past year has been an 
excellent one for the 
twinning association 
with artists, the gig club 
and the sailing club all 
wanting to be involved, 
and some motor boat 
owners are thinking of 
visiting Barfleur by sea."

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What to do about the buses 


Lyme Matters

O NCE again 
through traffic 
in Lyme Regis 
came to a standstill on 
Monday when two 
buses became wedged 
in Church Street. 

And once again there 
are cries from local res¬ 
idents that something 
has to be done about 
the buses in Lyme 
Regis. 

Successive town 
councils have wrestled 
with this problem over 


the years with no solu¬ 
tion being found - for 
one simple reason, 
there isn’t one. 

It is difficult not to 
sympathise with the 
residents of Church 
Street who regularly 
run the gauntlet of 
being squashed by one 
of the double decker 
buses that scrape by 
their buildings every 
day. 

But what can be 
done? Lyme does not 


lend itself to a one-way 
system, primarily be¬ 
cause it would involve 
Woodmead Road and 
there’s no way buses 
could get up or down 


that road. Another much 
talked about solution 
would be the installation 
of traffic lights outside 
the London Inn; again a 
non-starter because of 


the length of distance be¬ 
tween the lights on 
Bridge Street which 
would cause huge tail¬ 
backs, especially in 
Broad Street. 


Surely, the only solu¬ 
tion rests with the bus 
operator, First. They 
have made polite apolo¬ 
gies for the inconven¬ 
ience caused this week, 
as they always do, but 
with no real answers. 

They do their best, 
they say, to stagger the 
journeys of the X53 (Ex¬ 
eter to Poole) and the 31 
(Axminster to Wey¬ 
mouth) services but 
they have to take into 
consideration the re¬ 
quirement to meet up 
with the trains at 
Axminster station. 

In the summer months 
both services can be se¬ 
verely delayed by the 
weight of the summer 
traffic so they never re¬ 
ally know what time 
their buses will be pass¬ 
ing through Lyme. 

However, during this 
age of sat navs and mo¬ 
bile communications, 
surely it is possible for 
the drivers to have the 
ways and means of 
knowing when they will 
be passing through 
Lyme at the same time 
avoiding Church Street. 


EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ FORMER fisherman and local history ex¬ 
pert Ken Gollop, a member of one of 
Lyme's oldest families, has built up a cult fol¬ 
lowing for his wonderful "Under Shady Tree" 
slide shows. 

"Shady Tree", by the way, was a popular 
meeting place in Anning Road for young¬ 
sters during and after the war, now long 
gone. 

His recollections of old Lyme have always 
been well supported and attracted around 
180 people to the Woodmead Halls on Sun¬ 
day afternoon. 

Ken and I often play a "spot the local"game 
at events when on many occasions it seems 
that he and I are the only Lyme-born people 
present. 

That was certainly not the case on Sunday 
when the hall was full with people that Ken 


and I have grown up with over the years. 

It was three or four years since Ken organ¬ 
ised his last "Under Shady Tree" and he was 
persuaded to do another one by popular de¬ 
mand. None of us present were disap¬ 
pointed. 

Ken concentrated on the area where he 
grew up - the Colway Mead estate known by 
all true locals as "China Town". I always 
thought it was called that because the girls 
whom worked in the laundry at Jordan Flats 
were rehoused at Colway Mead, one of the 
first social housing projects in Dorset. 

Not so, according to Ken. He told his audi¬ 
ence that the "China Town" tag came be¬ 
cause when you viewed the estate from the 
other side of the valley all the triangular 
roofs looked like a line of Chinamen walking 
up the hill. 


Ken also focussed on his years growing up 
in Colway Mead and showed a number of 
old photographs featuring some of his con¬ 
temporaries, many of whom were in the au¬ 
dience. 

From time to time we reproduce old pho¬ 
tos in this newspaper and I thought I had 
seen most of them over the years but Ken, as 
always, managed to source a number that 
had previously not seen the light of day. 

Ken, of course, has his own presentation 
style, totally natural with no airs and graces. 
He tickled me pink with his reminiscences 
about the American GIs and later the RAF 
boys from the barracks down at Monmouth 
Beach stealing all the pretty young local 
girls. Classic. 

Roll on the next "Under Shady Tree". 


New twinning will 
be a great success 

TWINNING is in the news this week with plans 
being revealed for the proposed linking up with 
the Normandy port of Barfleur taking place in 
Lyme and across the channel in May and Septem¬ 
ber. 

The two communities have been building rela¬ 
tionships for the past couple of years and are now 
looking forward to making the twinning arrange¬ 
ment official. 

Lyme, of course, already has a high profile twin¬ 
ning arrangement with St George's in Bermuda 
which, from a tourism point of view, has been a 
great success. 

But because of the distance between Dorset and 
the North Atlantic, and the cost of travelling be¬ 
tween the two communities, it has been impossi¬ 
ble to exploit to the full ethos of twinning 
whereby there can bean exchange of cultures, etc. 

That will certainly not be the case with the links 
between Lyme and Barfleur with relationships al¬ 
ready having been established between the two 
art communities. 

It is also hoped that the local schools and sport¬ 
ing organisations can form their own associations 
after the official twinning ceremonies have been 
formalised. 

Lyme has a great deal in common with Barfleur, 
especially our maritime activities. 

We also have strong links with Normandy 
through the twinning arrangement between 
Lyme Regis Football Club and the village of Creully 
which has been going on for 33 years, a unique sit¬ 
uation in both English and French grassroots foot¬ 
ball. 

I have no doubt that the twinning between 
Lyme and Barfleur will be a great success and that 
friendships will be established that will last for 
many years. 

This has certainly been the experience of the 
football club with regular exchanges between 
families.

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Lyme goes guitar mad as musical record

LYME Regis' bid to set a 
new world record with 
2,000 guitarists playing 
on the beach has gone 
global - with more than 
230 guitarists from all 
over Britain already in the 
band, plus players signed 
up from nine other coun¬ 
tries. 

Town councillors, publi¬ 
cans, traders and students 
are all getting behind the 
bid to set a new UK record 
for the most guitarists 
playing one song simulta¬ 
neously. 

The event, set to take 
place at 5pm on Saturday, 
September 7th on the 
front beach, has already 
captured the imagination 
of musicians and would- 
be musicians aged from 
seven to 70. 

"It’s Sand Aid!"said local 
writer Geoff Baker, who is 
organising the Guitars On 
The Beach event with 
Lyme restaurateur and 
top chef Mark Hix in a bid 
to draw visitors to the 
town. 

"All sorts of people, in¬ 
cluding many who have 
never picked up a guitar 
before, are learning up 
the song because they all 
want to be part of what 
will be Britain's biggest- 
ever band." 


Organisers have asked 
participants to learn 
Buddy Holly's classic 
"Rave On" chosen for the 
record attempt because 
the song only has three 
chords (G, C and D). 

Mr Baker said: "I think 
the idea is catching fire 
because the song is not 
hard to play and because 
many people who have 
always wanted to be in a 
band quite fancy owning 
the T-shirt that says they 
were once in Britain's 
biggest one. 

'We are particularly 
chuffed that Lyme's 
award-winning musical 
movement B Sharp has 
come onboard. Their di¬ 
rector, Fran Williams, has 
access to more than 500 
young musicians in the 
group and she has very 
kindly offered us all their 
support. 

"We're also delighted 
that three councillors - 
Anita Williams, Rikey 
Austin and Darryl Turner - 
are joining the scores of 
us who are learning the 
song." 

Guitars On The Beach is 


also hoping to sign up 
dozens of players from 
The Bucky-Do's, Bridport's 
celebrated ukulele band, 
with whom organisers are 
currently in talks with, as 
the ukulele is officially 
recognised as part of the 
guitar family of instru¬ 
ments. 

The Woodroffe School's 
music department has 
also been asked to en¬ 
courage its students to 
join. 

The event is currently 
being promoted primarily 
on social networking sites 
Twitter and Facebook, 
where a Guitars On The 
Beach page is set up for 
people to join the grow¬ 
ing band. 

Mr Baker continued: 
"The word is spreading. 
Bob Brooker, who runs 
the official Lyme Regis 
page on Facebook, told 
me that they've had more 
interest in this than for 
anything that they've 
ever promoted before. 
"Parents from across the 
UK say they'll be coming 
to play on the beach 
alongside their children. 


I'm especially inspired 
that a disabled chap from 
Uplyme is coming to 
strum from his wheel¬ 
chair. Like many, he has 
never played guitar be¬ 
fore but he's learning how 
because he just fancies 
the fun of it." 

Andy Cable, owner of 
the Axminster's guitar 
shop Axe Music, said 
many local musicians 
have been in his shop en¬ 
quiring about Guitars On 
The Beach. 

Mr Cable, who has 
joined the band himself, is 
donating a big PA system 
for the day, so that the 
massive group can hear 
themselves getting 
counted in for the record¬ 
bidding performance. 

Although organisers 
picked the date in order 
to tie-in with Mark Hix's 
Food Rocks festival in 
Lyme over the same 
weekend, they did not re¬ 
alise at the time that Sep¬ 
tember 7th has another 
special significance. 

"When we chose a 
Buddy Holly song we did 
not know that September 
7th is also Buddy Holly's 
77th birthday," said Mr 
Baker, "so we will be ex¬ 
tending the invitation to 
come and play to his fans 


and especially other Tex¬ 
ans." 

Texas currently holds 
the USA record for the 
greatest number of gui¬ 
tarists playing on one 


song, set in 2009 when 
1,857 guitarists gathered 
in Luckenbach to per¬ 
form. 

Mr Baker added: "A 
schoolteacher from the 


States has written to tell 
us that she's flying in to 
take part on September 
7th and we've also had 
people sign up from 
Brazil, Norway, Canada, 


Germany, Ireland, Luxem¬ 
bourg, Spain and Swe¬ 
den."

'Staggered' by lack of information 
council given on Jurassic Airlines 


■ WELL done to Messrs Yell, Jenkin, Smith and Shaw 
for announcing the long-promised public meeting 
on a Community Land Trust {"Affordable housing: a 
new way forward for Lyme", View from Lyme Regis, 
February 27th). 

Well done especially for putting background infor¬ 
mation in this newspaper in advance of the meeting. 
Their stated purpose of doing so is to ensure that 
everyone "attending the meeting can arrive with at 
least a rudimentary understanding of what is in¬ 
volved". That's a goal which should become a stan¬ 
dard in public meetings. 

Given that I cannot attend public meetings be¬ 
cause of the residual impact of a brain heamorrhage 
some years ago, I would personally like to see the 
goal widened to include: and so that people who 
cannot attend the meeting can be kept up-to-date 
and thereby express informed views and ask rele¬ 
vant questions in other public or private places. 

I suspect that there are a lot of other people who 
cannot attend public meetings, or who feel uncom¬ 
fortable doing so, for a range of possible reasons. 
Therefore, I hope the CLT will continue to release in¬ 
formation via this paper. 


Having read their commendably helpful material 
published last week, I would ask these questions, if 
I were able to attend their March 11th meeting: 

1. Will all tenancies, applications for tenancies, and 
any other matters arising concerning tenants (e.g. 
neighbour disputes, concerns over anti-social be¬ 
haviour, tenant participation, and so on) be man¬ 
aged by trained and qualified housing 
professionals? 

2. If the CLT makes a profit (WDDC officers have ad¬ 
vised me that some do), will all that profit be 
ploughed back into making housing affordable, or 
might it be spent on other things? If it can be spent 
on other things, who will make decisions? Will any 
commitments about beneficiaries of such profits be 
made when the CLT is being formed? 

3. Can the definiton of "local", in the context of en¬ 
suring that it is local people who benefit from the 
CLT, which we have been told is a choice over which 
the CLT has influence, be changed over time? How? 


■ I WAS staggered to learn {"Jurassic flight simulator to 
stay", View from Lyme Regis, February 27th) that when 
Lyme RegisTown Council recently discussed the exten¬ 
sion of the use of its property by Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust and Hartnell Creative Communications for 
their Jurassic Airlines flight simulator that a) no-one 
could say what payments had thus far been made to 
LRTC and, b) no-one had taken the time to work out 
what costs are being incurred by LRTC for use of its 
electricity supply.

■ ONE almost feels sorry for West Dorset District 
Council. 

They are stuck between, on the one hand, the cen¬ 
tral government's orders about how many houses 
are to be built in the region and, on the other hand, 
the "uproar" (to quote a district council official) from 
local residents when the council considers building 
those houses anywhere near them.

Here is a suggestion. We, the voters and council-tax 
payers, ought to be given some idea of the side-ef¬ 
fects to be expected from each proposal. 

What would, for example, 1,000 new homes at 
Came View require in extra school places, hospital 
beds, road-widening, car parking (already a sore 
point locally because of the Charles Street fiasco), ad¬ 
ditional sewerage, and all the rest? 


been touted as beneficial to teaching valuable skills to 
young people, I would suggest that the airline opera¬ 
tors 1) ask an A-level physics student for assistance on 
working out the electricity consumption and, 2) ask a 
student in a business studies or law course to assess the 
reputational damage to all three organisations (LRTC, 
LRDT, HCC) from the facts which were presented in a 
public council meeting, and which have not thus far 
been disputed. 


How would this compare with the original propos¬ 
als for the other locations? 

In short, what's the additional cost in infrastructure 
for the community? 

It's true that the local plan is only a'strategy'-most 
of the details are supposed to come later, at the plan¬ 
ning application stage. (They don't, but they're sup¬ 
posed to.) It's also true that most of the required 
infrastructure will not be WDDC's direct responsibil¬ 
ity. 

However, the proposed housing development at 
Coker's Frome was reportedly excluded from the 
local plan on the ground that it required too much 
spending on additional roads. And roads are not a 
district responsibility. So somebody is doing at least 
some of the maths, even at this 'strategy' stage. 

West Dorset District Council should be doing all the 
maths on infrastructure, however provisionally, and 
sharing the results with us. 

Then there might be a bit more light and, you never 
know, a little less uproar.

Broken leg ended thirty two year career

Although we lost 17-3 I was lucky enough 
to score the three Ambers goals; the first 
hat-trick of my career in senior football 
which spanned 32 years and in which I 
scored 349 goals. 

Last game: 

SEPTEMBER 1982, the first game of the 
season. 

I was playing for a young Beaminster 
team I had helped form and coach in the 
Perry Street & District League Division 3 
against Drimpton at the Memorial Playing 
Fields. 

We were leading 3-0 when I badly broke 
my leg in a tackle which ended my playing 
career.

Most memorable moment: THAT final 
game. 

There was a loud crack when I was tack¬ 
led and when I looked down the lower part 
of my leg was out of line and sticking out 
at a 40 degree angle. 

Without thinking I bent forward and 
straightened it and held it in place until I 
got to hospital; an act that proved benefi¬ 
cial in my recovery. 

Earlier I had scored what proved my last 
goal, the press describing it as: "A superb 
shot from the edge of the penalty area". 

Best goal you scored: 

PROBABLY the winner in Netherbury's 4-3 
victory in the 1961 Dorset Junior Cup Final 
at Blandford, the first and only time they 
won the cup in their history. 

I scored the winning goal from the edge 
of the penalty area with a shot which flew 
into the top corner of the net giving the 
keeper no chance. 


Biggest disappointment of your career: 

HAVING reached a cup final, missing my 
first opportunity to play under floodlights 
at Weymouth FC in 1955. 

I was only 18 and really looking forward 
to it. 

Floodlights were a rare, unique and excit¬ 
ing occasion in that era, but a few days be¬ 
fore I received my National Service call-up 
papers on the very day of the match which 
unfortunately the Ambers lost. 

What's the biggest change in the sport 
since you played: THE quality of the 
equipment and facilities. 

When I first started many of the pitches 
were farm fields which were grazed by cat¬ 
tle and sheep for much of the year, and 
there were virtually no changing facilities 
on the field. 

Footballs were also made of robust 
leather which became very heavy in wet 
weather.
